Q: What is the law on stopping for 


school buses? I understood that drivers 
on both sides of the highway must stop 
while a school bus is loading or 
unloading, but I have seen cars on the 
opposite side of the road proceed without 
stopping. Aren't they breaking the law? 
(T.B.) 
A: The state law governing overtaking 


and passing a school bus now reads as 
follows: "The driver of a vehicle upon a 
highway inside or outside a business or 
residence district upon meeting or 
overtaking from either direction any 
school bus which is stopped on a highway 
for purpose of receiving or discharging 
any school children shall stop the vehicle 
before reaching such school bus when 
there is in operation on said school bus a 
visual signal as specified in Section 124 
(flashing lights on front and rear), and 
said driver shall not proceed until such 
school bus resumes motion or a signal by 
the school bus driver to proceed or the 
visual signals are no longer actuated. 
The driver of a vehicle upon a highway 
with separate roadways need not stop 
upon meeting or passing a school bus 
which is on a different roadway or when 
upon a controlled access highway and 
the school bus is stopped in a loading 
zone which is a part of or adjacent to 
such highway and where pedestrians are 
not permitted to cross the roadway."

Those chosen include Mrs 
Mary Allen of 719 E. 12th St., Don Bowen 
of 1100 Woodcastle, and Edward Milton 
of Blooming Grove. 


The motion by Simmons, seconded by 


Pet. 4 Comm. Billy Hargrove, passed 
unanimously.

Seven men have entered the race for 


the new Texas House District No. 27, and 
each of those men says he is the best 
candidate to take the seat in the newly- 
created district. 


No exception to the rule is Walter 


James Woodman, the attorney who 
resides in Waxahachie and is running as 
a Democratic Party prospect. 


Woodman said his best qualification as 


compared to the other candidates is that 
he is an attorney. 


"If a person is not a lawyer," he said, 


"it can be difficult for him to adequately 
serve the people as a legislator. Some of 
the greatest presidents in the United 
States were lawyers." 


Woodman presented a list of items 


upon which he said he would seek 
enactment of legislation if elected to 
office/One of his aims is that the Courts 
of Civil Appeals be made Courts of 
Appeals and have appellate jurisdiction 
over criminal cases as well as civil cases 
and that the present Court of Criminal 
Appeals in Austin be made the Supreme 
Court of Criminal Appeals and have 
appellate authority by "writ of error" 
from the other Courts of Appeals in 
criminal matters only. He added that the 
Supreme Court of Texas would, under 
this proposal, retain appellate authority 
over civil matters. 


"The Court of Criminal Appeals now is 


being swamped with cases," he said.

New City Manager 


Corsicana's search for a city manager 


is over as a selection has been made 
from among 21 applicants, Mayor Sue 
Youngblood announced Friday, and will 
be confirmed by the City Commission at 
its meeting next Tuesday. 


Mayor Youngblood announced that the 


City Commission has hired Jack D. 
Russell, 35, currently city manager of 
North Richland Hills, a Fort Worth 
suburbs. Russell's employment is ef- 
fective March 1 at a salary of $17,000. 


The successor to Bob Brockman was 


one of three applicants called back to 
Corsicana for a second interview by all 
members of the City Commission after 
Mayor Youngblood and Commissioners 
H. R. Stroube, Jr., and P. D. Fullwood 
functioned as a committee to screen all 
candidates seeking the position. 


"We feel that Mr. Russell has the 


experience and education which we need 
to assist us in the implementation of our 
Master Plan for the city and we are 
proud to be able to obtain his services," 
Mayor Youngblood said. 


He has been city manager at North 


Richland Hills for the past two years and 
prior to that had been an administrative 
assistant at Colorado City and employed 
by the tax assessor and collector for the 
Morton Independent School District. 


In announcing the appointment, 


Mayor Youngblood noted that Russell 
gained considerable recognition at 
North Richland Hills for his efforts in 
acquiring and improving a water and 
sewer system for that city and for his 
ability to obtain federal and state grant- 
in-aid funds for the city. He was also a 
leader 
in promoting cooperative 


agreements among cities in Tarrant 
County to provide better municipal 
services at lower costs. 


Russell was reared in Morton, near 


Lubbock, and was graduated from high 
school there in 1953. He is a 196,0 
graduate of Texas Tech University with 
a degree in government. He did post- 
graduate work at Tech in local govern- 
ment administration. 


He formerly served two terms as

mayor in Morton where he owns and 
operated a successful independent in- 
surance agency. His background in- 
cludes three years service in the U.S. 
Navy from August, 1958 to August, 1959, 
and employment as a placement and 
employe-management assistant with the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 


He arid his wife, Mary Ellen, are the 


parents of two children; a son, David, 11, 
and a daughter, Ann, 10. They are 
members of the Methodist Church. 


When he assumes his new duties 


March 1, he will become Corsicana's 
fourth city manager since the manager- 
commission form of government was 
adopted by Corsicana voters in 1956. 


Since Jan. 1, Alton Justiss, veteran- 


former city secretary, has been serving 
as acting city manager in the interim 
while city officials chose a replacement 
for the former manager who resigned to 
accept a similar post in Killeen.

Through the first five months of 


its fiscal year Navarro Junior 
College has received 78 per cent 
of its projected budgeted receipts 
with expenditures to date running 
to 42 per cent of the projected 
budget. 


This picture was given to 


college trustees at their board 
meeting Monday when they 
approved the financial statement 
for January following a recap by 
Joe P. Donaldson, vice-president 
for fiscal affairs. 


The college began its fiscal 


year Sept. 1 with a budget of 
$1,315,000. Through January, the 
college had received $1,034,413.64 
of this projected total with 
$191,233.09 received in January, 
added to a beginning balance on 
Jan. 1 of $391,761.29 to give the 
institution receipts totalling 
$582,994.38. 


Disbursements of $103,527.38 


and investments of $350,000 in 
January totaled $479,457, leaving 
a bank balance Jan. 31 of 
$129,457. 


Through the five month period, 


September through January, 
receipts 
have 
totalled 


$1,034,413.64 of the year's 
projected income, and disbur- 
sements amounted to $554,956.64. 


Donaldson said there are 


several areas, however, where 
revenues are anticipated to run 
higher than the year's projected 
budget. He mentioned that taxes 
from the 68-cent junior college 
levy are expected to "be up 
slightly1* over the budgeted 
amount, and tuition and fees are 
anticipated to produce ap- 
proximately $20,000 more than 
was projected in the budget.

tation were Lary Reed, dean of 
the technical-vocation school and 
Dale Moe, head of the new law 
enforcement department. 


Navarro began the two year 


program in September designed 
to prepare students to enter the 
field of law enforcement, after 
obtaining an Associate of Applied 
Science Degree upon completion, 
or go on to a senior college to 
further their education. 


Dean Reed said the program 


has been so successful it led to the 
establishment 
of 
a 
Police 


Academy offering in-service 
training to those engaged in law 
enforcement and providing 160 
hours of basic instruction leading 
to state required certification of 
officers by the Texas Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement 
Standards and Education. 


Dean Reed reported that in 


order to initiate the academy 
they had to have a minimum 
enrollment of 11 and when the 
program started Jan. 31, 
enrollment was beyond ex- 
pectations, with 29 area officers 
signed up. 
This 
academy 


program will conclude Feb. 25, 
and surveys taken by the college 
already indicate sufficient in- 
terest to have a second academy 
in June, Reed said. 


Moe gave the board a synopsis

others stay in jail because they don't 
have money," he said. He later said 
some of these reforms may include 
efforts to have more people released on 
their personal recognizance, rather than 
just a few people having this privilege. 
He said there are a lot of people who 
make a handsome profit by simply 
getting people out of jail on bond. 


Other matters on which Woodman said 


he will seek to have legislation enacted 
include: construction of a junior college 
in Waxahachie; construction of a new 
courthouse in Waxahachie; that new 
laws be enacted to safeguard horse 
owners; that there be insurance reform; 
that there be new laws enabling pollution 
control; that stronger conservation laws 
be enacted; that workmen's com- 
pensation rates be increased; that no 
state personal income tax be imposed on 
the public; that stronger laws be enacted 
for driving while intoxicated offenses; 
that an investigation be made of no-fault 
insurance in Texas to determine how it 
would work here; that a new Con- 
stitution be enacted for the State of 
Texas; and that more industry be 
brought to Navarro and Ellis Counties. 


Another item upon which the 


candidate commented was the penalty 
for possession of marijuana. He said he 
thinks the offense would be a 
misdemeanor, but lie would not go so far 


as to advocate legalization of marijuana. 


He pointed out that in Texas the 


marijuana law is so terrible that a 
person can be driving in a car with 
someone who has marijuana in his 
possession, and that innocent driver 
could be arrested and his car confiscated 
if the marijuana is found on the other 
person. He said in Texas a person can go 
to the penitentiary for life for conviction 
on a charge of marijuana. 


Woodman, 31, was born in Talara, 


Peru, South America and raised in Peru, 
Ecuador, Canada and the United States. 
His father was in the oil industry. He 
speaks fluent Spanish. 


He is married to the former Ruth Ellen 


Meyer of Shreveport and they and a 
baby son live on a small farm at Route 5, 
Waxahachie where they raise quarter 
horses.

Corsicana Attorney Julius 


Jacobs shared with the Rotary 
Club Wednesday through color 
slides a trip he and his wife Tonya 
made to Israel and the Holy 
Lands several months ago. 


At the outset, Jacobs reminded 


his listeners that Israel, an in- 
dependent state since 1947, is 
more than 6,000 miles distant 
from New York City, or a 13-hour 
flight by a 747 superjet. 


"I am happy to share with you 


on this program our trip in hopes 
you will become interested in 
making a trip to this distant 
land," Jacobs said in his opening 
remarks. 


Such a trip, he said, makes the 


Bible come to life, "You just 
can't help but feel the Biblical 
history that we learn about," in 
traveling to the sights and points 
of interest throughout the Holy 
Lands, and Israel, about the size 
of the state of New Jersey. 


"There are located three 


million people, 400,000 of Arabic 
decent, and the remainder of the 
Jewish faith, largely immigrants 
from Europe. It is a land of 
contrasts," he added, noting 
that in the streets of Jerusalem 
one can see men in the black felt 
hats and black frock coats of the 
orthodox Jew, women in saris, 
and on the other hand you can 
see women in mini-skirts and hot 
pants." 


Tel Aviv is the cultural center 


of Israel, a city built in 1909 when 
residents of Jaffa didn't think 
there was enough room there and 
moved out a few miles and 
started a new city which has now 
grown to a population of over a 
half-million. 


"It is a thriving metropolis, a 


modern city, not a great deal 
different from our own such as 
Atlantic City. Jaffa is now 
practically surrounded by Tel 
Aviv, and in Jaffa you find relics 
and remains that go back hun- 
dreds of centuries. The Bible 
comes to life in Jaffa," Jacobs 
said, adding this is equally true in 
many cities throughout the Holy 
Land. 


Jacobs said the road from Jaffa 
and Tel Aviv to Jerusalem is 
lined with the burned-out tanks 
and trucks from the "six day war 
of 1967" as a daily grim reminder 
of what the Israelis have suffered 
and experienced. Divided into 
"the walled city" and the outside 
city, Jacobs said it is here that 
the "Wailing wall" is located and 
to which the Jewish people had 
wanted to return to worship for 
2,000 years. It is called the 
wailing wall, he noted, because 
the Jews bewailed the loss of the 
first great temple built in 956 BC 
and destroyed 500 years before 
Christ. 


Viewing 
the 
Garden 
of 


Gethsemane, the Wailing Wall, 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
and walking the Via Dolorosa 
(the paUi Christ walked to His 
death), Jacobs observed "you 
just can't help but feel the 
Biblical history." 


He expressed amazement at 


how the Israelis have irrigated 
almost the entire state from the 
only fresh water available, the 
Sea of Galilee and the Jordan 
River, to turn arid desert land 
into fields and 
plantations 


growing lush crops. 


Hurriedly, with time limited, 


the attorney screened about 50 
slides of various points of in- 
terests and cities from one end of 
Israel to the other in his program. 


"A visit to the state of Israel 


will be profitable to you regar- 
dless of what faith you have," he 
concluded.

Former Corsicanan Building 
Career in Microorganism Art 


DENTON-Chuck McCarter's 


art may have more in common 
with the bloodstream than the 
mainstream; according to a 
recent story in the Denton 
Chronicle by John W. Moody. 


McCarter, a native pf Cor- 


sicana and a graduate of Navarro 


' Junior College, 
is 
now a 


(laboratory assistant at Flow 


- Hospital in Denton. 


In his spare time, Moody 


reports, he paints—but not quite 
like anyone else. 


Giant corpuscles seem to leap 


from the canvas, while cells 
make their struggle through a 
sea of shocking orange. 


It's a painted world of the 


microorganism, an unseen world 
and to most an alien world. But 
one that exists, nevertheless. 


Yet despite the subject matter, 


neither the art nor the artist is 
out of some macabre nightmare 
alley. 


"I have had a lot of response to 


my work and only one opinion 
was negative," said McCarter. 


McCarter, 26, is neither Jekyll 


nor Hyde. He does have a con- 
suming interest in the seemingly 
unrelated fields of biology and 
art. 


And in his own way he has 


managed to combine them both. 


"I am interested in the uses of 


ultra-structured cells and tissue 
as a stimulus to creative per- 
spectives," he said. 


"Man is generally pictured as a 


total organism, say head or a 
hand. I am simply showing the 
unity of cells as structure." 


It is probably only natural that 


McCarter should paint the things 
he does. For lie originally set out 
at North Texas State University 
to become a medical illustrator. 


He finally dropped this field but 


finished with a degree in drawing 
and biology. 


It was while working as a lab 


assistant at Flow that he turned 
to drawing tissues and cells. 


"I was looking at micrographs, 


pictures of cells, he said. 


Working with the ' forms of 


another world finally turned his 
artistic imagination loose. 


Hoping to duplicate the scenes 


he saw in the micrographs, he 
developed his own methods. 


He uses a spray gun, working in 


acrylics. 


Orginally, he started working 


with blues and greens, but lately 
he has been using oranges. 


His original efforts probably 


will never veen seen. After 
working some months to present 
the paintings as part of his 
master's thesis, the works 
disappeared. 


The theft has never been 


solved. 


Although McCarter's work hasj 


drawn considerable interest, he 
regards the painting now hanging 
in Flow cafeteria as pilot models. 


"I already have selected a half 


dozen micrographs which I will 
begin painting for my thesis," he 
said. 


Regardless of the work in 


progress, the work already 
completed has not gone 
noticed.
